The Director of Athletics 


LLOYD BRAZIL 


LOYD BRAZIL, the Titans’ athletic director, has been a part of the University 
[ ,0f Detroit's athletic picture for 24 years as a player, a coach and ап admini- 
strator. 


He first came to Detroit in 1926, after an outstanding career as a high school athlete. 
He had been an all-state halfback at Flint Central High School and was almost as 
proficient on the basketball court and on the baseball diamond. 


During Brazil's three years as a football regular, Detroit won 23 games, tied one and 
lost only three. Two of these defeats came in his sophomore year—to Army and 
Notre Dame—and the other happened in his senior year at the hands of Oregon 
State. In 1928, he became the first Titan in history to be named on Grantland Rice's 
All-American team. 


He joined the Titan athletic staff upon graduation and has held the posts of gradu- 
ate manager and business manager of athletics, football backfield coach, basketball 
coach, and baseball coach. He was appointed athletic director in January, 1943.

CHARLES E. (CHUCK) BAER 


С HUCK BAER, who came to the University of Detroit in 1945 when the Titans 
resumed football after a two-year wartime lapse, is in his sixth season as head- 
man of the Titan gridders. 


Since taking over the coaching reins, Baer has established himself as one of the ablest 
and best-liked choaches in University of Detroit history. His experience and back- 
ground combine to make him well-qualified to aid in the development of a long- 
range athletic program. 


Baer was graduated from the University of Illinois in 1929, after helping the Illini 
win Big Ten titles in 1927 and 1928 as a guard. 


He was an assistant coach at Emerson High School of Gary, Ind., in 1929 and 1930. 
In 1931, he became head coach at Lew Wallace High School in Gary. During his ten 
year stay at Wallace, his teams won five city titles, two Calumet District titles, two 
Northern Indiana championships and one state crown. 


When Ray Eliot went to University of Illinois in 1942 to help bring the Шіпі out 
of the football wilderness, he took Baer along as an assistant. Baer helped coach the 
line and was one of the prime reasons for the sudden resurgence of the Illini after a 
long period in the football doldrums. 


Baer’s five Detroit teams have won 29 games while losing 18 for a .617 percentage. 
His 1947 team led the nation in rushing offense and his 1946 and 1948 outfits fin- 
ished among the top teams in the nation in that department. Last fall, Baer directed 
the Titans to the Missouri Valley Conference championship in their first season of 
league competition,

EARL (DUTCH) CLARK joins the staff this fall 
as an assistant coach. Was All-American quarter- 
back at Colorado in 1931 and was a member of the 
original Detroit Lions, starring for the local pro 
entry from 1934-38. Dutch was AII-NFL quarter- 
back five straight years with the Lions, coached the 
team in 1938 and was boss of the Cleveland Rams 
for the next four seasons. He was backfield coach of 
the Los Angeles Dons in the AAC last fall. 


EDDIE BARBOUR is the veteran of the Titan 
coaching staff. Was a Detroit quarterback under Gus 
Dorais and joined the staff upon graduation in 1931. 
Served as frosh coach in prewar years and moved up 
to the varsity in 1945. Also serves as the Titans’ 
chief scout. Barbour was made business manager of 
athletics in 1948. 
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BOB IVORY is in his third season as a Titan as- 
sistant coach although he is only 26 years old. Was 
a Titan star in 1942 and 1946. Co-captained the team 
and won Catholic All-American honors as a guard 
the latter year. Was with the Detroit Lions in 1947. 
Played on Third Air Force teams that won the AAF 
championship in 1944 and 1945. 


DR. RAYMOND D. FORSYTH began training 
Titan athletes in 1934 as assistant to Dad Butler. 
Trained Brooklyn Dodgers in NFL in 1937 but re- 
turned to Detroit the following year. In 1942 he 
moved to the Detroit Lions. Trained Detroit Tigers 
in 1944 and 1945. Came back to Titans when foot- 
ball was reinstated in 1945.

It's football time again and once more it is our 
pleasant assignment to welcome you to another sea- 
son of University of Detroit football. 


This is a season of new faces at Detroit. There's a 
newcomer on the coaching staff and a host of neo- 
phytes on the playing field. The new man in the high 
command is Earl (Dutch) Clark, Detroit Lions im- 
mortal, who is helping Coach Chuck Baer, Bob Ivory 
and Eddie Barbour direct the Titans' 1950 machine. 


Let's take a look at some of the new squadmen. 
Many of them are wearing jerseys made famous by 
Titan stars of the past few years. Number 55 which 
was the property of Jim Massey from 1946-49, now 
graces the broad back of Dick Abata, a hard-running 
sophomore fullback, and Halfback Charlie Robinson 
has taken over Mike Kaysserian's No. 4. 


Bob O’Malley’s “42” goes to Fullback Bob Lippe 
this fall, and Center Ron Nasser wears No. 2 which 
formerly belonged to Jack Simmons and Jerry Grein- 
er. Jim O'Leary has inherited No. 33 from Joe 
Wright, and Pete Bonanni has claimed Frank Au- 
dette’s No. 64. 


All of these men are among Baer’s brightest soph- 
omore prospects and joining them are Ends Ed 
Beirne and Gene Bradshaw, Halfback Tony Bartalo 
and Safetyman John Raster. Another highly-rated 
newcomer is Stan Gondek, 225-pound junior tackle 
who transferred here from St. Louis after the Billi- 
kens gave up football. 


But don’t forget those Titan veterans. Baer has 18 
old-timers on hand this year and they'll carry most 
of the load in Detroit’s fight to retain the Missouri 
Valley conference crown. 


The guard spot is especially well-manned with four 
lettermen aboard headed by big Ed Wood, brilliant 
double-duty player who is Detroit’s candidate for 
All-American honors this fall.
